If a fire breaks out, 
most of us will get burned up, 
because we're afraid Some- 
body will break in.” 

“Some of us who thought we 
would never live behind bars 
are living behind bars. This isa 
sick world.” 

Rev. Small, pastor of Star 
Light Baptist Church; Cleve- 
land, said “We are here to make 
this city-a better city. We are 
not here because of me preach- 
ing. We're here to help you 
make this city a better city. I've 
said this before, shepherds 
don't make sheep, sheep make 
sheep.”

“Jesus Christ: The perfect cure 
for animperfect society”, taken 
from St. John 3:16 “For God so 
loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten son. that who- 
soever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life.”

Dr. Brewer's Jr. apparent 
suicide came just a day shy of 
being 30 years and one month 
from the anniversary of his 
father’s death. 

Bob Reichle, vice-president, 
St. Anthony Medical Center, 
said of Dr. Brewer Jr:> “He was 
very concerned about his 
patients and their welfare. He 
was very respected by his 
peers on the medical staff, 
including all of the nurses that 
came in contact with him. 

“| have known Tom for 24 
years--and in that time, | could 
honestly say that he was not 
only a good surgeon, but he 
was always a perfect gentle- 
man. We will miss him a lot.”

Thomas is also a pre-medicine 
student at Stanford University, 
and the pressures of school 
work-and skating had become 
sO great, she actually tore up 
her application to compete in 
ihe championship. 

After some convincing from 
her mother Janice Thomas and 
her coach Alex McGowan, did 
Ms. Thomas overcome her 
depression to compete in the 


skating event. She taped the 
application up, and her mother 
even ironed it before sending it 
off to the U.S. Figure Skating 
Association in Colorado 
Springs.

‘No’ to dog patrol. 


When last we heard from Franklin County Sheriff Eart 
(Blow ‘em to the Stone Age) Smith, he was proposing that 
his department purchase some pretty heavy military 
equipment (an armored personnel carrier) for use in what 
we still believe is a.civilian law enforcement arena. 

Now, we hear from Earl (sic'em) Smith again, this time 
because he‘wants to create a dog patrol to use in high- 
crime neighborhoods and sniff for drugs. 

Smith's logic is that the dogs are very effective in sniffing 
out (no pun intended) felons. “People should be no more 
concerned about a well-trained dog than a well-trained 
police officer,” Smith said. 

The plan was attacked by James Evans, president of the 
Columbus NAACP, who said it sends out a “negative mes- 
sage” to the Black community. Evans rightly pointed out 
the history, starting in slavery times-and-extending to the 
1960s, of using dogs to control Blacks. Anyone who has 
ever seen film footage of Birmingham.and Selma cannot 
help but recall the indelible sight of dogs tearing into 
human flesh. 

We concur with Evans. There is no need for such a pro- 
gram. As Evans has argued, the use of dogs to uncover 
drugs is widespread, and acceptable. However, this pro- 
gram brings back some ugly memories -- memories which 
Smith may not possess, but which he should not be so 
actively uncovering. ; 

But beyond this matter, we see a pattern developéd by 
Smith of attempting to craft the Franklin County Sheriff's 
Department into some sort of paramilitary force. The use 
of automatic rifles and the armoted personnel carrier were 
enough -- indeed, too much. This seems to further direct 

_ Smith's energies toward the creation of what amounts toa 
“Green Beret” syndrome in the Sheriff's department. 

Smith did not notify the county commissioners of his 

decision; the dog patrol was formed without their: input, 
_and they had no knowledge of it until they were informed by 
a reporter. 

The use of private money to finance such.a venture is 
also questionable. The role of the county commissioners is 
to coordinate the use of county resources; Smith's decision 
to apparently go around them by going directly to the 
community could be a bad precedent for other agencies. 

In short, the whole project is questionable. Along with 
Evans, two county commissioners, Roger Tracy and 
Dorothy Teater, expressed concerns about the project. We 
think there are too many questions, and we doubt that 
Smith can provide sastisfactory answers. 

We say ‘no’ to the dog patrol, and we urge Mr. Smith to 
reconsider.

Black leaders fail Belafonte 


Harry-Belafonte. The name conjures up a multitude of 
positive images: Long-time civil and human rights activist. 
Fund-raiser for just causes, sometimes at the expense of 
his own career. Main initiator of the “We Are the World” 
recording. Supporter of the anti-apartheid cause, even 
before it was popular. Brilliant actor. Talented singer. And, 
lastly, for one brief moment -- politician. 

Many of us were interested to learn that someone of Mr. 
Belafonte’s commitment and experience was considering 
entering a political race, in this case against conservative 
Republican Sen. Alphonso D'Amato of New York. We knew 
of the many political campaigns Belfonte had been 
involved in and we knew of the broad-based support he 
would be able to garner during his campaign. But then, just 
as quickly as he announced his political aspirations, he 
made a second announcement that squelched them. 

It has been said that between those two announcements 
were sandwiched many hours of discussions. It has also 
been said that New York's top Black politicians refused him 
their support. In explaining that lack of support Belafonte 
was quoted as saying, “I’m not from a club and | don't sit in 
back rooms.” Most recently he has suggested that-he 
decided not to run of his own accord because of the many 
humanitarian efforts which consume his time. 

Whatever the reason, Mr. Belafonte’s decision not to run 
raises more questions than it answers. Questions like: 
“Does a person who has the support and respect of his 
people have the right to run for office without the blessing 
of the political leadership of his district? Do politicians who 
don't have a community base have the right to prevent 
those who do from seeking office? 

Are some Black politicians threatened by those whose 
base is with the people rather than the party? And should 
we, under the guise of unity, blindly follow Black politicians 
whose agenda may be more concerned with maintaining 
personal power than with pushing forward the legitimate 
concerns of the community? And finally, what lessons will 
young people, whose active political participation we so 
desperately need, draw from the Belafonte incident? 

Here is a man who has shown not only his deep commit-* 
ment to the people, but his expertise on a variety of levels as 
well. He was a political advisor to Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., and to the young civil rights activists of the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee during the 1960s. 


People like Belafonte should not be limited to only one 
sphere of service and influence. The politics of God is ever 
on.the side of the oppressed.and one can serve the Lord in 
many ways. Dr. King made this very clear when he spoke 
out against the Vietnam War in 1967. 

Black leaders also tried to isolate singer and statesman

international context. And again they were wrong. ‘ 
In arecent speech Harry Belafonte stated, “America can 
be what we want ii to be... We must work and organize and 
believe in ourselves. We must use our. power.” We salute 
him for continuing to use his power for the good of all 
people. And we salute him further for daring to entertain 
the idea of shaking up those good ol’ boys in the back room. 

They needed to be shaken up!

A major lobbying battle is 
underway in the halls of Congress 
over acontroversial measure titled 
the “Civil Rights Restoration Act.” 

The bill is controversial partly 
because it forces Congress to 
decide whether hospitals, which 
do not perform abortions, should 
be penalized for ‘sex discrimi- 
nation.” 

Under the leadership of Eleanor 
Smeal, the National Organization 
for Women (N.O.W.) has made 
“abortion rights” in general and 
this bill in particular its top priority 
for the 1986 congressional 
session., 

But organizations opposed to 
abortion, including the National 
Right to Life Committee. (NRLC), 
fegard the bill as a major attack on 
'the civil rights of institutions and 
individuals opposed to abortion. 

The bill (HR 700/S. 431) broad- 
ens the reach of four existing laws, 
which prohibit discrimination on 
the basis of sex, race, age, or han- 
dicap in federally funded 
programs. 

The abortion problem arises 
with respect to one of these laws, 
called Title IX (‘Title 9''). This law 
prohibits discrimination “on the 
basis of sex" in federally funded 
educational programs. 

‘ Congress passed Title IX in 
1972, when in most states it was a 
felony to perform an abortion. 
Clearly, Congress in 1972 did not 
intend to require federally funded 
universities to provide abortions. 

Yet in 1975, federal administra- 
tors “interpreted” Title IX to say 
that all federally funded universi- 
ties must provide abortions to staff 
and students, or be guilty of “sex 
discrimination.” This official 
interpretation is now firmly fixed in 
administrative law 

As a result, current federal pol- 
icy on abortion is inconsistent. 
Since 1976, Congress has annu- 
ally voted to prohibit direct fund- 
ing of abortion in federal health 
programs. But Title IX, as inter- 
preted, requires universities to 
subsidized elective abortions for 
students and employees. 

The Civil Rights Restoration Act 
would magnify this inconsistency 
tenfold. If the bill passes without 
amendment, the mandatory abor- 


tion law will for the first time cover- 


those hospitals which have educa- 
tional programs--that is, which 
employ residents, interns, nursing 
students, and the like--as most do. 

Many hospitals do not perform 
abortions, or perform them only 
under extraordinary circumstan- 
ces. Under the Civil Rights Resto- 
ration Act, the federal government 
would put a gun to the heads of 
these hospitals. They would be 
forced to offer abortion on the 
same basis as other “medical 
services”--or give up their teach- 
ing programs. 

There are many--including 
th nea 
ported civil rights legislation inthe 
past, such as the National Confer- 
ence of Catholic Bishops--who 
believe that applying such a man- 
datory abortion policy to hospitals 
would violate the civil rights of 
countless hospital administrators 
and staff persons who do no wish 
to participate.in abortion:

Workfare instituted 


Dear Editor: 

President Ronald Reagan wants 

workfare instituted throughout the 
country because he thinks it can 
cut welfare spending. He has 
improvised a set of extravagant 
and unfounded claims about the 
workfare program he operated as 
governor of California in the early 
70's. . 
According to Reagan, 76,000 
people were placed in private jobs 
by this program. According to 
state records, however, only 8,000 
people were enrolled during the 
three-year life of the program; 
California officials say they have 
no idea how many of these people 
may have found jobs as a result. 
They also have no idea where 
Reagan's number came from. 

While Reagan cites the Massa- 
chusetts Employment and Train- 
ing: Choices Program (E.T.) as 
proof) that his form of workfare 
works, Massachusetts Governor 
Michael Dukakis retorts that E.T. is 
not workfare. It is an employment 
and training program, providing 
child care and transportation to 
welfare recipients, mostly women 
with children, who are enrolled in 
training programs. 

Under E.T., most participationis 
voluntary and many choices are 
offered. Under Reagan's workfare, 
participation is mandatory, on an 
“or-else” basis. 

The controversy over these 
claims covers up the real problem 
with both workfare and E.T. Both 
programs may, in fact, get people 
off the welfare rolls-one by coer- 
cion, the other by encouragement; 
but neither program gets people 
out of poverty. ‘ 

A study of E.T. by the American 
Friends Service-Committee shows, 
(TaCIWOST C1 Yrauuates ara Tren 
families are worse off financially 
after E.T., because the jobs they 
get are low-paid and dead-end, 
and any increase in income is 
eaten up by costs and by loss of 
needed benefits, particularly med- 
ical insurance. 

The basic questions remain. 
How can women who head house- 
holds and who may lack saleable 
skills be helped out of poverty? 
How can we assure that govern- 


ment programs focused on work 
or training do not depress overall 
wage levels or interfere with 
workers’ rights? How can we eli- 
minate the sex and race discrimi- 
nation that contribute so greatly to 
poverty among women and racial 
minorities? 

To answer these needs, we must 
institute major public service 
employment and training pro- 
grams, peg the minimum wage to 
inflation, (it hasn't been increased 
since 1981) and renew our com- 
mitment to equal job opportunity, 
affirmative action, and adequate 
income maintenance programs.

Court debates affirmative action 


The Reagan administration has 
generated much heat and little 
light over its widely-publicized 
internal debate over the status of 
the 1965 Executive Order 11246, 
which calls for contractors doing 
business with the federal govern- 
ment to develop goals and timeta- 
bles for the hiring of minorities and 
women. ‘ — 

But the future of affirmative 
action in the United States will 
probably not hinge on the tug-of- 
war within the Reagan inner sanc- 
tum. In three cases presently 
before the Supreme Court -- one 
of them involving the Cleveland 
tire department -- the future of 
affirmative action is likely to be 
told. 

The Cleveland fire department 
case is one which demonstrates in 
stark form all the’ problems relat- 
ing to affirmative action -- and its 
critical need as a means to 
accomplish anondiscriminatory 
society. 

When the Vanguards of Cleve- 


“land, an organization representing 


the Black firefighters, sued the 
City of Cleveland alleging discrim- 
ination, they were able.to compile 


The Shaw Report 


a copious record to prove their 
point. The fire department had his- 
torically used many different 
methods to weed out as many 
Black applicants as possible -- 
applicants who were otherwise 
qualified for_appointment. 

7 ne situation was so bad that, by 
1982, Blacks held fewer than 5 


percent of the department's 
supervisory positions, and only 14 
percent of the total firefighter posi- 
tions, although the city itself is:47 
percent Black. 

When the case was settled in 
1983 by a consent decree reserv- 
ing for Blacks half of the 66 promo- 
tions to lieutenant for that year, the 
firefighters union, which is pre- 
dominately white, overwhelmingly 
voted to take the case to court. 

In this and the other two cases, 
the Reagan Department of Justice 
has come out foursquare behind 


the whites, alleging that such 
plans are quotas which reflect 
“reverse discrimination.” Their 
reasoning, according to John Wil- 
son, the Justice Department's 
spokesperson, is simple: “almost 
two years ago, in the Stotts case, 
the Supreme Court said lower 
courts were without authority to

How could we have forgotten 
millions of Black South Africans 
who are virtual slaves in their own 
native homeland? Under apar- 
theid, Black South Africans can- 
not vote.or even socialize in the 
white sections of South Africa.

But can we really do anything 
for the plight of Blacks in South 
Africa? After all, we ourselves are 
facing decaying inner cities with 
large vulnerable Black popula- 
tions, the highest rate of Black 
unemployment since the depres- 
sion, and a growing, white, con- 
servative political backlash. How 
can be possibly offer resources 
and assistance when we are in.so 
dire need of our own scarce 
resources? 

Can we afford to use our politi- 
cal 1.0.U.’s to help a country that 
many of its fellow Black African 
countrymen refuse to help? 
Believe it or not, many Black South 
Africans are satisfied with the 
economic gains of Black South 
Africans in the last decade, despite 
the presence of apartheid. 

| believe we can do something to 
bring about the abolition of apar- 
theid in South Africa. We can deal 
with the economics of South 
Africa. In doing so, we can gain 
valuable experience’ in dealing 
with our own problems in America 
by dealing with them from an eco- 
nomic perspective. —

To bring this analogue closer to 
home, if Mobil, 1BM, and Citicorp 
don't .have’a sya in the political 
decisions of South Africa, then 
Ford, General Motors and 
Chrysler have very little to do with 
the political climate of Detroit, 
Michigan. 

The point is that money fuels an 
economy and to stop the flow of 
money into an economy would 
severely damage that economy. 
An economic boycott that pro- 
motes disinvestment in South 
Africa would damage the South 
African economy.
